Council OKs 
new agreement 

with Burroughs 

The City of Romulus’ financial department may soon spell relief 
B-U-R-R-O-U-G-H-S. 

Ironically, it is the same company that caused the department 
employees many a headache in the past. 


Mayor William Oakley asked for and 
received authorization from city council 
last week to negotiate a long lease with 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development to add improvements at 
the cost of $70,000 to HUD’s existing 
offices on Beverly Road. 

Those improvements will come in the 
form of a storage garage to its existing 
complex. 

The authorization came after a long 
debate which resulted in councilman 
Pete Bergeron offering the motion to 
approve the Mayor s recommendation, 
then withdrawing the motion and finally 
abstaining from the vote. 

Bergeron came under attack by coun- 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry who pointed 
out that the freshman councilman is a 
member of the Housing Commission 
and that under state laws he could poss-

Raspberry asked for a legal opinion 
regarding a conflict of interests. 

Bergeron countered that he had no 
personal interest in the project and 
didn’t see ‘how I would be in violation of 
anything.” 

What the council had before it was a 
request from Mayor Oakley asking 
council to permit the city to negotiate a 
lease with HUD. 

In his written communique to council. 
Mayor Oakley said : 

“As you know, the Romulus Housing 
Commission has been granted by HUD 
modernization funding to be utilized in 
making improvements to their offices 
and residential units. One of the im- 
provements involved the construction of 
a storage facility on the vacant lots adja- 
cent to the office on Beverly Road. 


up with two or three finalists who will 
appear before the board for a question- 
and-answer period 
“We’ll be using the week of Feb. 14 for 
interview of the candidates and that will 
be done by the full board,” said Pat Cul- 
lin, township supervisor. “All inter- 
views will be conducted in compliance 
with the Open Meetings Act and obvious- 
ly will be opened to the public 
The board has 45 days to find a candi- 
date. If the trustees fail to arrive at a 
consensus candidate, then the Gov- 
ernor’s Office could step in and make 
the choice for them. 


“In researching the legal description 
of the site, it has been discovered that 
the ownership of the property lies with 
the city, rather than the commission. 
This factor has created a problem with 
the grant approval, and HUD has re- 
quested that the city deed the subject 
parcel to the commission. 

“Because it is not just a simple prob- 
lem to deed city owned property, we 
arranged a meeting with HUD officials. 
Housing Commission members and my- 
self to discuss the issue. The most feasi- 
ble solution is to enter into a long term 
lease agreement. 

“The city would therefore maintain 
ownership (title) and the housing com- 
mission would have use of the property. 
HUD officials have indicated that this is 
a satisfactory solution from their stand- 
point. Because this would enable the 
housing commission to obtain the grant 
and improve their property, I recom- 
mend the lease agreement." 

Bergeron told council that he agreed 
with the Mayor’s recommendation but 
would abstain from voting in order not to 
impede the mayor’s plan. 

For the welfare of this community,” 
said Bergeron, “I will therefore abstain 
from voting.” 

Raspberry said that “ this office site is 
the property of the city of Romulus and 
is under the jurisdiction of the Romulus 
Public Housing Commission which 
operates autonomously from the city. 

Therefore, the city doesn’t and will 
not receive any tax revenue such as wa- 
ter & sewer, real estate, and garbage 
pick-up. 

“Thus, why don’t we negotiate with 
HUD to sell the property outright, since 
HUD has invested $150,000 prior to this 
transaction?” Raspberry concluded 


The controversial Burroughs B-80 
computer system , which has caused the 
Financial Department more than its 
share of headaches, may finally become 
history. 

Upon Mayor William Oakley ’s recom- 
mendation, City Council last week 
approved an amended agreement with 
Burroughs that could apparently solve 
the problems the city has had in the past 
with the computer system. 

However, although the council voted 
5-1 to accept the negotiated agreement, 
there was at least one councilman who 
had some reservations about the docu- 
ment. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
attacked Paragraph 8 of the agreement 
on the basis that it violated the public’s 
right to know. 

That paragraph literally states that 
the city of “Romulus agrees not to dis- 
close to any third party information re- 
garding this agreement without the ex- 
press written consent of Burroughs pro- 
vided, however, that Romulus shall not 
be prohibited from making disclosure 
hereof to the extent required by law.” 

Councilman Raspberry told his col- 
leagues that he viewed the controversial 
paragraph as “a restraint and the sup- 
pression of vital information.” 

“If someone should ask me if we had 
problems with their computer, am I not 
supposed to say anything? Is that cor- 
rect?” Councilman Raspberry asked 
Mayor Oakley. 

Mayor Oakley replied : “That is how I 
understand it . The paragraph gives Bur- 
roughs an opportunity to save face. But, 

I can’t speak for someone else. I have 
pointed out that if we attempted to 
change computers now we may encoun- 
ter deeper problems.” 

“I think the best bet is some sort of 
compromise because if we go to court,, 
we will start all over again with this 
aggravation,” Mayor Oakley added. 

Councilman Barry Baumann ques- 
tioned Treasurer Beverly McAnally if 
she thought the new agreement and the 
offer would solve the city’s problem and 
she replied: “Yes, I do. Burroughs, 
finally after many months of negotia- 
tions, admitted that their original sys- 
tem had some problems, but they have 
come up with what I feel is a solution — 
and if we decide to humiliate them they 
could take back their offer.” 

Burroughs’ amended agreement pro- 
vides for the company to install a 
back-up printer (A9249-4350 LPM Prin- 
ter) at no additional charge and. “if af- 
ter 100 days from installation Burroughs 
and Romulus reasonably agree that said 
Printer can’t handle Romulus’ printing 
requirements. Burroughs will provide 
and install an additional Line Printer at 
no additional charge.” 

Burroughs also stated in the amended 
agreement that • ’title to the B 80 system 
presently on loan to Romulus shall pass 
to Romulus upon execution of this

Mayors ’ 
Exchange 
program 
deleted 

Delete the “Mayor’s Exchange” out 
of Michigan Week. 

Because of rising costs and unemploy- 
ment, Mayor William Oakley urgedCity 
Council to forego the Mayors’ Exchange 
part of the annual program but to con- 
tinue its participation in the other activi- 
ties. 

Council voted unanimous to accept the 
Mayor’s recommendation. 

Michigan Week this year is scheduled 
for the week of May 17. The drawing for 
Mayors Exchange pairings is tradi- 
tionally held in Lansing during the State 
Legislative Conference of the Michigan 
Municipal League. This year the MML 
meeting is scheduled for March 24 at the 
Lansing Civic Center. 

Mayor Oakly told council because he 
is usually on the other side of the ex- 
change, he would like to receive some 
input on the question. 

“As you know I’m not here during the 
exchange,” Mayor told council, “and 
I’ve heard that there isn’t much parti- 
cipation from the people of Romulus. I 
think we can do without the exchange 
taking into consideration the econo- 
mics.” 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry didn’t 
agree with the mayor. 

“I see it as an asset,” Raspberry in- 
formed the mayor. “I think we have 
some money budgeted for this, and 
there is some valuable socializing be- 
tween the people of this community and 
our guests. I feel we shouldcontinue our 
participation.” 

Councilman Alan Lambert asked the 
mayor if he was suggesting that the city 
pulled out of the entire Michigan Week 
program or just the Mayor’s Exchange 

“We’re still going to have those perti- 
nent programs such as high school stu- 
dents taking over city offices for a day 
and other program — I feel that the 
Mayor’s Exchange isn’t worth it.” 

Council agreed unanimously.

Comcast to tie Romulus, Van Buren systems 


Cable TV network ‘will be bigger and better ’ 


With the Romulus and Van Buren 
cable TV franchises in their possession, 
Comcast Cablevision will try to coordin- 
ate the two systems in ‘ into a bigger and 
better system,” according to Don Ivey, 
public relations director for Comcast 

“We are tying the Romulus system 
into the Van Buren system.” Ivey in- 
formed the Van Buren Board of Trus- 
tees The trustees had asked Comcast 
officials for a progress report. 

“It means a bigger and better system 
than if Van Buren or Romulus had built 
alone,” Ivey continued “Van Buren 
will, however, have customers served 
before Romulus 

Romulus had awarded the franchise 
to Comcast last December after 


months of controversy, while Van Buren 
has been patiently awaiting the comple- 
tion of its system 

Belleville, however, chose to select 
Omnicom of Plymouth to construct that 
city’s cable TV system and it will be 
hooked up later this month. But Bellevil- 
le is a smaller area and community 
than Van Buren which engulfs the city 

Ivey informed the Van Buren board 
that its company expects to have the 
first customer hooked into its system 
sometime this summer 

“Preliminary construction (of the 
Van Buren system ) was started in De- 
cember and was halted in January by 


the Wayne County Road Commission be- 
cause they stated we needed a permit to 
use the right of way to reach the tele- 
phone poles.” said Ivey. The permit 
process took between six to 10 weeks and 
at a fee of $2,500.00 

Ivey said that his company should 
have known that, but apparently our 
engineers, used to working in Macomb 
County, didn’t We requested a letter 
from the Road Commission stating per- 
mit and fees necessary so we could send 
them a check The letter hasn’t come, 
but I’m sure that everything will be in 
order by next week ” 

, Ivey said that he expects Comcast to 
resume construction sometime in 


February He also pointed out that the 
unusual harsh winter hasn’t helped con 
struction any The two months delay re- 
sults in it being June before we can begin 
hooking up customers and finishing the 
system sometime in late summer 

“I know the delay is frustrating, it is to 
us, too,” Ivey added “The company 
has over $1 million committed to build- 
ing the Van Buren system and we can t 
get any return on that investment until 
customers are served We are as an- 
xious as you and your residents to com- 
plete the job ’ 

When completed Ivey promised that 
Van Buren would have available more 
programs and service options, three 
earth stations receiving satellite sig- 


nals. instead of one. access to a mobile 
studio van with $130,000 worth of equip 
ment available for remote on-site prog 
ramming 

He said that the company intends to 
open an office in Van Buren and that 
subscribers can look forward to low 
rates such as $7.50 for basic cable for up 
to 58 channels and $6 95 for Home Box 
Office, the first-run movie channel 

• The system itself has gained w hat we 
have lost in some time.” Ivey con- 
cluded “Some of which. I think, could 
have been avoided However, we are 
back on track and look forward to serv- 
ing the residents with one of the finest 
cable systems being constructed in 
Wayne County.”

Expected decision on sign revision 
scheduled for Feb. 23 board meeting

Canton Township businessmen 
decided it was time to be heard— 
and heard they were as they 
crowded the Canton Township Hall 
meeting Tuesday evening to ex- 
plain their plight to members of the 
Township Board of Trustees. 

The board had placed a proposed 
revised sign ordinance on the agen- 
da for the evening and many 
businessmen expected approval to 
take place at the meeting. 

Board members, however, de- 
cided after extensive testimony to 
offer their decision at the Feb. 23 
meeting. 

In general . the new ordinance will 
allow larger, higher signs for 
businesses in the township . The new 
ordinance would allow tower signs 
in side or rear yard business areas, 
7 feet from the property line to a 
height of 125 feet. Tower signs are 
presently not permitted in the 
township. 

In addition, a formula using the 
square footage of the property as a 
base would determine the size of the 
sign permitted for any business, in- 
creasing the maximum from 25 
square feet to 80 square feet, de- 
pending on the size of the area the 
business occupies. 

Local businessmen were strongly 
in favor of the proposal and attemp- 
ted to explain the necessity of the 
revisions to board members. 

Bill Fox explained to the board 
that the apartment complex owners 
he represented were very con- 


cerned with the drastic reduction in 
occupancy experienced at the Lotz 
Road complex. 

‘ The daily traffic is minimal and 
we are presently only allowed a 
small sign. We have no way of 
advertising our existance to those 
traveling on Michigan Avenue," he 
said. 

Donica Keogh told the board that 
she had been closely following the 
sign change issue and was very con- 
cerned about the situation. 

"I’m very upset about my taxes. 
The major problem in Canton is 
that we re not attractingnew 
businesses. I’ve been here two 
years and I've almost gotten in 
accidents because I couldn’t see 
signs while I’ve been looking for 
area businesses. The residents are 
carrying 78 percent of the tax base 
now. We need new business and a 
number of businesses would come 
to Canton if they could attract busi-

Mrs. Keogh’s opinion was backed 
solidly by Russell Thurman who 
told the board that he had spent two 
years trying to find places in the 
township. "I thought it was me — 
then my friends couldn’t find places 
so I tried an experiment. 

"I had out of town visitors and 1 
took them for a ride down Sheldon 
Road . Before we left I gave them six 
businesses to look for that are on 
Sheldon Road— they couldn't find 
any of them," Thurman said. 

"Businesses have to attract the 
customer the first time and then 
people will go back for good service 
or prices or whatever. I urge you to 
pass this ordinance so signs will 
help us to find places to shop, " he 
said.

Panel to probe removal 
of 2 county commissioners

Decision on whether appropriate charges and proc- 
edures exist for removal of two Wayne County Road 
Commissioners has been postponed by the General 
Government Committee of the County Board of Com- 
rnissioners. 

The committee was asked to consider the possibility 
because Road Commissioners Michael Berry and 
Grace Hampton approved a six-year labor contract 
with the Road Commission executive staff which some 
allege is improper and a violation of the intent of the 
new county charter coming into effect in January, 
1983. 

Under the contract, those covered by its provisions 
would be protected from possible job changes allowed 
by the'charter. 

However, in their meeting on Feb. 10, the committee 
members decided to await the outcome of a pending 
lawsuit on the issue being heard by visiting Circuit 
Court Judge David C. Vokes. The suit was filed by 
(Jounty Commissioner George F. Killeen. State Sena- 
tor John C. Hertel and George E. Ward and Justine 
Barnes, respective president and vice-president of the 
Charter Commission which drafted the rules and reg- 


ulations for the new guide for governing Wayne 
County. 

Killeen is also sponsor of the resolution, considered 
by the full Board on Jan. 21 and referred to the com- 
mittee, which would authorize the investigaton. 

Members of the three-member Road Commission 
are appointed by the County Board of Commissioners 
which can discharge the Road Commission with a 
majority vote. 

Also. Killeen and the three other plaintiffs last 
mortth successfully sought a temporary court order 
restraining ratification of the labor contract, but that 
was lifted by Vokes and the contract is no\v signed 
both the Road Commission and members of the new 
Association of Road Commission Administrators. 

Vokes heard arguments from both sides on Feb. 10, 
but made no final decisioh. 

In postponing the issue in the General Government 
Committee to wait for that decision. Commissioners 
Ervin A Steiner, Jr. and William «, Runco urged 
against pursuit of possible removal ■ February 17, 1982 
Commissioners. ^

Vigorously denouncing the 
Reagan administration with one 
breath and energetically urging the 
re-election of fellow Democrats 
with the next, former Vice- 
President Walter F. Mondale was 
warmly received at the Taylor 
Democratic Club last Saturday. 

Mondale, on a campaign swing in 
the Midwest , spoke enthusiastically 
to the nearly 500 people assembled

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at a fund-raiser for U S. Repre- 
sentative William Ford. Calling the 
Reagan budget a “disaster ” he sug- 
gested that the predicted $91 billion 
dollar deficit spending of the feder- 
al budget might well actually be 
$150 billion. He accused Reagan of 
telling the American people, “in 
elegant language, to put up or shut 
up’* at a press conference in Des 
Moines, Iowa las week. 

“Well, I’ve put up and I’m not 
going to shut up," Mondale told the 
cheering crowd. 

“For sbme reason the question 
keeps coming to me, are you better 
off today than you were one year 
ago? 

“Yes, you’re better off if you 
don’t borrow money, own a car or 
own a house or build homes or cars 
for a living. Yes, you’re better off if 
you’re not a worker in this country, 
or an employer,” Mondale stated 
emphatically. 

He told the responsive crowd that 
nearly 17,000 employers have gone 
bankrupt within the past year. 

“If you happen to fall in that nar- 
row category of Americans who 
need a car , job , house or own a busi- 
ness, then I’ll say you’re much 
worse off this year than you were.” 
Mondale said. 


He further criticized Reagan s 
budget cuts which, according to 
Mondale . do not provide help for 
out-of-work Americans for the first 
time since Hoover was in office. 

“Large numbers of unemployed 
workers are now traveling around 
the country seeking jobs. A person 
who loses his job leaves his com- 
munity. his church, neighbors, his 
home and goes looking around the 
country for a job. That doesn’t have 
to happen. Mondale said. 

The former Vice-President has 
been rumored as a potential Pres- 
idential candidate in 1984, and he is 
apparently already doing some 
campaigning. 

“The President tells American 
people that the newspapers are full 
of want-ads if they want a job. He’s 
saying its the workers fault and that 
Americans are lazy. 

“Well I read a different paper. 
One in which a Kansas City Post 
Office offers 60 jobs and 9,000 people 
show up to apply . Don ’ t worry about 
Americans being willing to work. I 
know the workers of this country as 
well as anyone, and I never met an 
unemployed worker that didn’t 
want a job,” the 54-year old Mon- 
dale said. 

He further accused the Reagan 


administration of destroying the 
programs most needed in the coun- 
try today. 

“America s future is determined 
in the first grade and the present 
powers are saving programs for our 
children. All across the board they 
have savaged programs to provide 
for our future. 

“The student loan program which 
would send auto-workers kids to 
college is threatened,’’ he added. 

“The issue is fairness, deep and 
profound. These economic policies 
are mean spirited. Do we really 
have to go to our sick and elderly 
citizens and raise their bills? 

“Do we really have to go to school 
children and say no more school 
lunches? 

“Do we really need to go to kidney 
patients on dialysis machines and 
tell them no more life support sys- 
tems? 

“There is nothing more basic to 
the spirit of this country than fair- 
ness. In 1982 the people of Michigan 
must perceive the issue clearly — 
and send a strong message to 
Washington . We will not tolerate icy 
indifference in our government,” 
Mondale concluded.

The worst winter of the century 
couldn t have come at a worst time 

With mass unemployment, which 
translates into depleted state revenues 
and less gas and weight taxes, will mean 
road surfacing on most local and county 
roads will have to be delayed. 

That s the word from Thomas H. 
Brown. State Rep from the 37th District 
and John Woodford, from the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) 

So. beware of the potholes— they’re 
going to be waiting for you. 

Brown said that ‘The weather condi- 
tions we have experienced this winter 
with the heavy snows and icy conditions 
of the road surfaces has required extra 
expenditures to local, county and state 
government. This comes at a time when 
the gas and weight taxes are reflecting 
decreased income * 

John Woodford addressed the de- 
creased revenue in his report on Novem- 
ber 19. 1981 In that report he stated 
that: 

* State revenues for work on Michi- 
gan’s highways, roads and streets and 
other transportation decreased $55 59 
million this year from 1980 and $77 9 mil- 
lion from 1979. 

Collections from fuel taxes, license 
plates fees and other sources produced 
$682,908,879 for the Michigan Trans- 
portation Fund in the fiscal year ended 
September 30. down 7.5 percent from the 
$738,505 904 collected in Fiscal Year 
1979-80 The yield in Fiscal 1978-79 was 
$760,831,070. 

Explaining the decline. State Trans- 
portation Director John P. Woodford 
said:

Area realtors to continue battle 
against ‘due-on-sale’ clauses 


Realtors attending a forum last week on 
the controversial “due-on-sale" clause writ- 
ten into home mortgages indicated they 
would continue to battle against its enforce- 
ment. Sponsoring the event was the Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR), the state’s largest. 

The clause, now standard in most mort- 
gage contracts, seeks to allow the lender to 
call for full payment of the remaining ba- 
lance if the property changes hands. 

Laws or court actions in a reported 20 
states now prohibit or restrict enforcement 
generally on the grounds that such require- 
ment constitutes undue restraint of an own- 
er’s right to sell or transfer property. Some 
have held that the clause may only be en- 
forced if the lender can 1 prove the sale re- 
sulted in a greater degree of security risk for 
the loaned funds. 

In Michigan, a 1977 State Court of Appeals 
ruling forbids enforcement solely for the pur- 
pose of increasing the interest rate. Howev- 
er, more than 18 lawsuits challenging this 
ruling are reportedly pending 

Michigan AttOrnev General Vrank J Kel- 


ley. a principal speaker at the forum, 
announced last month that he was filing a 
friend of the court brief in support of a Cali- 
fornia case challenging the clause now be- 
fore the U S. Supreme Court. Oral argu- 
ments are expected to be heard in November 
with a decision issued by mid-1983, Kelley 
said. 

“There is no issue more important facing 
prospective home buyers and sellers today , 1 ’ 
said Lloyd Mason, president of WWOCBR. 
“An existing mortgage with interest rates 
below the high level of today is a prime re- 
quisite for most transactions now. If lenders 
are permitted to enforce this ill-advised 
clause and obtain additional profits on the 
loan, the existing home market would come 
to a virtual standstill “ 

He reported that most of the 60 percent of 
home sales nationwide last year making use 
of creative financing involved an existing 
mortgage WWOCBR members noted nearly 
75 percent of their 1981 sales were made with 
mortgage assumptions or land contracts 
with the figure topping 80 percent in both 
December and last month. Both types of 


transactions have caused lenders to seek en- 
forcement of the due-on-sale clause. 

“These transactions are the only positive 
factor in the local housing market over the 
past two years," Mason said. “Employment 
of creative financing has enabled moves by 
thousands of buyers and sellers who other- 
wise would have been stymied. It generally 
drops the effective interest rate substantial- 
ly so the* buyer of an average home may saYe 
up to $200 each month. This makes the home 
affordable. 

“As it is, our market has dropped some 40 
percent below 1979 levels *vith so signs of 
early improvement. Despite a fast develop- 
ing need for more housing, thousands of 
listed properties remain in the market for 
extended periods, primarily due to unafford- 
able mortgage interest rates being asked of 
prospective buyers. If the due-on-sale clause 
does become enforceable, very few buyers 
will be in a position to meet resultant higher 
costs and the market will fade to a mere 
trickle.’

‘State of Township’ 
served its purpose 

Despite outward indications, there was a purpose served in the 
recent* ‘State of the Township” meeting in Canton Township. 

While it probably wasn’t the dispersement of information that 
Township Supervisor James Poole had planned, a valuable ser- 
vice was performed at the meeting, nonetheless. 

Poole had instigated the meeting for the purpose of informing 
local taxpayers about conditions in the township— he wanted, he 
said, to educate the people and to expose some misconceptions 
many taxpayers had regarding the spending of their money. 

It didn’t quite work out that way. 

County Commissioner R. William Joyner made the first 
attempt to clarify the funding of the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission —followed by Poole, and then the guest engineers from 
the commission itself. 

The men repeated their explanations, they told the crowd col- 
lectively and individually that the Wayne County Road Commis- 
sion is funded entirely by state gas and weight taxes. If anyone 
was listening, it wasn’t evident. 

And when the irate audience began demanding to know if each 
and every subdivision and or road in the township was the last on 
a priority list to be plowed — the speakers patiently repeated 
their explanation that priorities are only established by school 
and bus routes, after the major roads are completed. 

The disbelieving audience was told repeatedly by the super- 
visor, by the county engineers and by the county commissioner 
— the citizens of Canton Township are not paying one cent in 
county taxes to the Wayne County Road Commission. 

But the residents did get a chance to speak — and that may 
have been the real value of the meeting. Poole allowed them all 
to have their say, and they took advantage of the opportunity. 

The county was accused of ignoring the taxpayers, of misuse 
of funds and of other assorted crimes having nothing to do with 
the issue of unplowed roads. 

Poole’s ethics, legitimacy and ability to hold office were ques- 
tioned in undertones and mutters. He was booed, insulted and 
abused. Overall he handled it well. 

He offered them information, which they rejected, they 
offered their opinions and vented their frustrations, which he 
accepted. * 

It might not have been an even trade — but overall everyone 
derived some benefit. The angry residents finally found some- 
one to listen to their complaints and James Poole learned a 
valuable lesson. 

Let’s hope it won’t stop him next time. He had a good idea and 
he's trying to communicate honestly and openly with the resi- 
dents. 

There aren’t too many politicians with his nerve.

Artley said that the reason he would not go along with 
the mayor was that as long as we were tied up in 
litigation of about one million dollars he could not see 
changing horses in the middle of the stream.

And there's C. Charles Bokos, who could end it all by 
saying, “Look, the mayor-elect would rather have 
someone else as city attorney, so I will step aside and 
honor his wishes— as was done when I was appointed 
city attorney . ’ ’ But he won t , which leads me to one of 
two conclusions: (1) These bastions of council are 
good intentioned people, and. like a sinner, they have 
found religion or (2) as I suspect, they are simpering, 
whimpering cry babies who. after backing the loser in 
the last election and thus the office of the mayor, are 
fighting to usurp the mayor’s authority and keep as 
many of Tom Taylor’s boys as possible on the payroll. 

They could prove me wrong and stop the double talk 
and rhetoric and abide by the practice of giving the 
mayor the confirmation of his appointments without 
the pettiness.

But, one thing for sure, no 
police officer is going to convince me 
that a criminal , especially the run-of- 
the mill, two-bit illiterate is going to 
spend time reading newspapers to 
find out which store or market to hit 
next. 

He cases the place or walks in and 
coldly announces his intentions. If 
the felon spent time reading as a 
youngster he probably wouldn’t have 
wound up behind a gun or behind 
bars. 

Admittedly, all this is pure spe- 
culation and I haven't been inside a 
police department for years so I 
don’t know what the attitude is nowa- 
days, but criminals, in general, ha- 
ven’t changed. 

They still keep on shooting, rob- 
bing and killing. 

And I doubt that they take the time 
to read about it.

Does everyone want clean air?

Does everyone want clean air** 
Numerous pollsters have told us yes . but 
I’m not so sure There exists a consti- 
tuency of harping voices that has done 
everything possible to delay the enact- 
ment of a streamlined Clean Air Act that 
can work better than the one that ex- 
pired last September 30th 
Am l talking about businessmen. 
Secretary James Watt’s Interior De- 
partment. or job-conscious labor un- 
ions ’’ No Ironically . the individuals who 
seek to preserve the unworkable status 
quo in clean air regulation call them- 
selves environmentalists. 


A recent Opinion Research Survey 
conducted for the U S Chamber of Com- 
merce pinpointed more specifically 
than previous polls the objective of 
Americans on the subject of clean air 
First, we want clean air Second, we are 
willing to pay for it Third . we don’t want 
to spend more than is necessary We do 
not want to waste our money or nee- 
dlessly sacrifice economic growth with 
red tape bureaucracy and overlapping, 
contradictory requirements We sup- 
port changes in the current Clean Air 
Act to make it work better 
Since the enactment of the original act 
in 1970. the first two objectives unear- 
thed in our survey have been answered 
First, as a result of the Clean Air Act 


technological improvements and an en- 
couraging environmental conscious- 
ness on the part of the business com- 
munity. great progress has been made 
toward cleaning up the air 

Second, we surely have paid dearly 
for this progress Best estimates put the 
cost to businesses and consumers thus 
far at $200 billion 

However, our third objective— to pay 
as much as we have to but not more than 
we have to. has not been met Since the 
Clean Air Act expired on September 30, 
an impressive coalition of businesses, 
labor unions, state and local govern- 
ments and a bipartisan group of Con- 
gressmen have made a sincere effort to 
reenact the Clean Air Act, but to pass a 


law that cuts costs, streamlines regula- 
tions and enables us to better pursue our 
twin goals of a healthy environment and 
a healthy economy. 

This coalition, echoing the feelings of 
a vast majority of Americans, believes 
that the current law can and must be 
adjusted to take account of the progress 
that has been made, without retreating 
from the strictest health standards 

That’s not good enough for many self- 
styled environmentalists. They insist 
that any changes whatsoever in the cur- 
rent law amount to an attempt to gut it. 
They have turned this technical issue 
into a political football, reducing it to a 
few jingoistic slogans for their lucrative 
fundraising letters They are shown ex- 


ample after example of contradictory 
and confusing regulations, some of 
which actually cause delays in cleaning 
up the air Yet they do not budge from 
their advocacy of the status quo 
Last December, Rep. Thomas Luken. 
an Ohio Democrat introduced a Clean 
Air bill (H R. 5252) that would meet the 
major objectives of a vast majority of 
Americans. It has been cosponsored by 
a bipartisan group of 36 House mem- 
bers. and is supported by leading busi- 
ness. labor and government representa- 
tives. It proposes extensions from 1982 
to 1987 on a case-by-case basis, of dead- 
lines for states and industries which are 
sincerely attempting to meet air quality 
and health standards. 


It would ease existing limits on auto 
emissions but without lessening the 
overall air quality standards for a par- 
ticular area. It would once again permit 
job-creating businesses to expand and 
modernize in areas that have yet to 
attain clean air goals, so long as the new 
facilities are equipped with the best 
available technology and the commun- 
ity has met, or will soon meet its clean 
air goals 

The supporters of this legislation, the 
advocates of a tough, efficient environ- 
mental policy for the 1980s, are the true 
friends of the American environment— 
an enironment in which the people want 
to include clean, healthy air, common 
sense and economic opportunity

‘Venom’ or Tangs’ 

Preposterous plot overshadows suspense 


VENOM , from Para - 
mount Pictures. 
Directed by Piers Hag- 
gard, written by Robert 
Carrington. Starring 
Sterling Hayden. Klaus 
Kinski, Nicol Williamso- 
n. Rated R. ’ ***

Instead of calling this 
film •Venom,” the Film- 
makers could easily have 
called it “Fangs,” and 
the connection with 
“Jaws” would have been 
clearer. 


The “Venom” in this 
film, however, exists not 
only in the mouth of a vi- 
cious snake but in the cri- 
minal intent of a group of 
international criminals. 

The terror of man 
mixes with the terror of 
nature, and though it 
sounds like a double dose 
of suspense, the two 
forces actually cancel 
each other out. 

Part of the problem is 
improbability. A young 
boy in England has a 
room full of pets, but he 
has ordered one more— a 
harmless African garden

snake. 

But when he goes to the 
shop to get it. his order 
gets mixed up with the 
London Zoo’s order for a 
deadly black mamba, 
perhaps the most poiso- 
nous snake in the world 
One nibble from this nas- 
ty fellow and you’re dead 
in 10 minutes. 

That plot is greeted 
with the parallel plot of 
kidnappers trying to 


sneak the boy out of Lon- 
don and hold him for 
ransom Enter Klaus 
Kinski as the human 
form of venom With his 
sharp features and slen- 
der frame, combined 
with his shrill accent, he 
is as reptilian as his 
slithering counterpart. 

The hero of tfye epic is 
Nicol Williamson as the 
police captain in charge 


of dealing with the terror- 
ists holding the boy and 
his grandfather hostage 
in their house. Oh yes. the 
other unwilling hostage 
is* the snake, now loose in 
the house 

As thrillers go. 

Venom * is a competent 
and occasionally sus- 
penseful yarn, but it re- 
quires a rather large sus- 
pension of belief from the 
audience. 

The likelihood of two 
such unlikely events as 
those mentioned above 
happening at all is rather 


slim; that they should 
happen on the same 
morning, literally to the 
same hour, is a bit pre- 
posterous 

Williamson is a model 
movie actor— -he looks 
good in any role. Kinski 
moves fromWerner Her- 
zog films into “main- 
stream cinema, and 
could easily be a vil- 
lainous character actor 
for years to come, but 
“Venom” itself will prob- 
ably take a none-too- 
serpentine route to cable 
TV. 


As rockdom s foremost popme/ster,N\ck Lowe has 
quite a reputation to live up to. After all . Lowe almost 
single-handedly brought England’s Stiff Record 
Company to worldwide prominence. Besides his own 
records, he's produced LP’s by Graham Parker & 
The Rumour. The Damned, and Carlene Carter (the 
daughter of June Carter and Johnny Cash, and now 
Nick s wife). Not to mention Elvis Costello, who’s 
worked with Lowe as his producer from the begin- 
ning and probably always will 
Then there was Roekpile, the group formed by 
Lowe and Dave Edmunds. After playing together for 
years and years on albums as (officially anyway) 
Edmunds’ backing band due to contractual obliga- 
tions. they finally did what they had wanted to do for 
quite some time — - record as Roekpile. The album 
was great , but only a few months later the group split 
up. and it wasn’t exactly under the most pleasant 
circumstances. 

In the meantime, Lowe had put out two solo LP’s, 
and surprisingly enough, he even had a hit single on 
U S. radio! I say surprisingly not because of a 
lack of talent on Lowe’s part, but rather on the usual 
lack of taste the radio has. I was shocked, but even 
W J R played ' Cruel To Be Kind I thought the world 
was coming to an end 
But moving right along.. 

Lowe’s third album has just been released, and it 
may just be the best thing he’s ever done And con- 
sidering that his first LP. the aptly titled “Pure Pop 
For Now People” is one of the true rock master- 
pieces, that’s saying something 
Last year’s “Labour of Lust” was a fine album, 
too. though something seemed to be missing; his 
sense of humor. Indeed, it's his sense of humor that 


sets Nick Lowe in a class by himself (or is it his 
deodorant?).

Baker’s dozen, for instance Where did the term have its beginnings * What 
does it mean*’ 

There are many theories about the origin of this phrase The most common 
ly accepted dates back to 15th century England It seems that bakers had long 
had a reputation — whether deserved or not — for short- w eighing their bread 
As a result, very strict laws w ere passed regulating the w eight of the various 
breads, muffins and cakes 

But, as every cook knows, it's not possible — especially w hen cooking w ith 
the primitive ovens then available — to have the loaves absolutely uniform in 
weight So the practice developed of giving 13 loaves on every order for 12 
thereby guaranteeing there would be no penalty for shortages 



Another theory is that the phrase developed by analogy from printer’s 
dozen” for in the early days of publishing it was the custom of printers to 
supply the retailer with 13 copies of a book on each order of 12 Since the 
retailer was billed at list price, the return on the 13th book represented his 
profit on the transaction. 

As a sidelight on this medieval selling technique, by the way. we may note 
that today one of the most prevalent practices of the book trade is for the 
publisher to offer retailers “one for 10 ”. or one free book w'ith every 10 
ordered, thereby increasing the retailer’s margin of profit and. of course, the 
number of books sold by the publisher 

And there’s still ANOTHER theory It’seems that the bakers of the medieval 
period had such a bad name that the words baker and devil were sometimes 
used interchangeably. Thus the term "baker's dozen'' may have evolved 
from ‘devil’s dozen” which was a common folk phrase meaning 13 And 13 
was the number of w itches usually present at meetings summoned by Old 
Nick ”

State ’ s auto traffic fatalities 
are lowest in 20 years 


Michigan's slumping economy and a 
seven-year intensive highway safety 
program are major reasons the state 
achieved its lowest traffic death toll in 20 
years, according to the Automobile Club 
of Michigan. 

“During 1981, 1,572 persons died on 
state roads, down more than 11 percent 
from 1980. despite the fact that miles 
traveled in the state rose 1 percent.” 
stated Robert Cullen, Auto Club Safety 
and Traffic Engineering manager. 
Nationally, deaths dropped less than 4 
percent. 

“The last time the state recorded a 
lower fatality total was in 1961 when 
1,567 persons were killed,” he said. 

Michigan's 2.6 death rate per 100 mil- 
lion vehicle miles is the lowest since 
Auto Club began keeping records in 
1933. It also is significantly below the 
national average of 3.3 through 
November. 

This is the third straight year that 
Michigan has had a rate below 3.0. In 


1979 and 1980. death rates were 2.85 and 
2.82 

• 'The recession and more than $80 mil- 
lion in federal funds pumped into the 
state for highway safety projects from 
1974 through 1981 played major roles in 
reducing deaths,” Cullen said. / 

“During recessionary periods people 
tend to live— and drive— more conserva- 
tively and we belive that conservative 
driving is synonymous with safer driv- 
ing,” he added. 

Deaths during previous recession 
years of 1974 and 1975 fell 15 and 18 per- 
cent, compared with 1973. In 1957 and 
1958. deaths dropped 11 and 21 percent 
when compared with 1956. 

“We also* are seeing the positive re- 
sults of highway programs, which kept 
Michigan first in the nation in safety 
construction in the last seven years,” 
Cullen added. 

“More than $80 million in federal 
funds was used for projects ranging 
from installing new bridge abutment 
protection and median barriers, to pav- 
ing shoulders, pavement grooving and 


upgrading traffic signals,” he said. 

Cullen said that the fixed-object 
crashes, which are the second-most 
common type of fatal accident in Michi- 
gan, were down more than 20 percent 
during the first six months of 1981 com- 
pared with 1980. Specific accident types, 
such as fatal mishaps involving bridge 
abutments, were down more than 56 per- 
cent from 1980 levels. 

“In addition, more than $7 million in 
federal funds was spent on traffic safety 
education and selective law enforce- 
ment during the last seven years,” he 
added. 

Funds were spent on enforcement of 
speed and drinking driver laws as well 
as motorcycle education, safety belt use 
campaigns and other safety programs. 

Cullen cautioned that education may 
not play as large a role in cutting future 
traffic deaths since federal funds for 
that purpose were reduced 40 percent ot 
$4 million in 1982.

Sweaty problem

Dear Dr. Sorini: 

I am writing about a problem that I 
have had for several months, and I have 
not been able to get any satisfactory 
answers to the problem The problem is 
that I sweat a lot, and sometimes even 
wake up in the night drenched. I don't 
seem to have any other symptoms; I 
take no medicines, and I have always 
been healthy. Can you help me? 

Wet and Worried in Inkster 

Dear Wet: 

Sweating is an adaptation which the 
human organism has developed to cool 
the body. The evaporation of sweat from 
the skin uses heat, and results in a drop 
in the body surface temperature— a fac- 
tory installed air-conditioner if you will 

Unfortunately, even though the hu- 
man body does not often get recalled by 
his maker because of a faulty cooling 


system alone, a sweating mechanism 
that is on the fritz can be both annoying 
to the patient and perplexing to the 
physician who is trying to Figure out how 
and where the wires got crossed. 

The suden onset of sweating in a 
seemingly healthy person with a normal 
body temperature and without exposure 
to uncomfortable extremes of heat can 
be a manifestation of many disorders. 

In the post menopausal female, for 
example, this may result from an in- 
adequate amount of circulating 
estrogen, female hormones, resulting in 
so called, “hot flashes”. 

In addition, anxiety or fear may cause 
attacks of sweating, and in this case the 
sweating can be limited largely to the 
palms and soles. 

Sweating which causes people to wake 
in the night drenched is somewhat more 
alarming, and may result from such di- 
verse causes as undiagnosed tuberculo- 
sis, diseases of heart valves, and failure 
to report your actual income to the IRS. 

I suggest that you call your doctor who 
can perform tests to detect thyroid dis- 
ease, high blood pressure, hidden infec- 
tions, or heart disease. These conditions 
are largely curable 

Failure to report income to the IRS is 
also curable, but the cure . i e paying the 
proper tax, actually results in most inst- 
ances in a net increase in sweating.
